Danish customs officials have started a drive to 


enforce regulations 
‘from bars, hotels 
receptions. 


‘According to the letter of the 
low, the cocktall is Out,” a fact 
whieh flashed . into prominence 
recently when customs officials 
in the North Jutland town 
of Hjocrring informed the 
owners of bars that the sale of 
“Bijesk," o traditional locally- 
made bitter, must stop. 

In a elroular to hotels ang bars, 
the officials emphasised that 
bjesk, beltg a mixed drink, was 
against’ regulations, 

The cocktail is In similar 
status. But officials doubted 
whether any drive would ever 
be made against this standby of 
diplomats. “To be legal a cock~ 
tail must be mixed in the pre- 
sence of the consumer," an 
officinl explained, 


’ Ignored 


“In the past we have not 
bothered much about the sale 
of bjesk In North Jutland, but 
asked hotel owners two years 
ago to stop producing lt.” 

When this request was hmored, 
oMcials decided to measure 
existing stocks and told bar 


owners to produce no more after | 


the present stocks were ex- 
hausted. 


The residents of Hjcerring,” 


kmown throughout the country 
for being as independent (or 
Intractable) os u Scots trawler 
skipper, were expected to cx- 
plode, 

Instead, these “Vendel boere,” 
descendants of the Vandals who

; But the supply of bjesk seemed 


endless, 


One hotel owner questioned 
shrugged his shoulders philo- 
sophically, and declarcd that 
“the fuss will no doubt be 
over In a few weekn, and aales 
of bjeskk have never been 
better, thank you.” 


Of the multitude of local 
drinks, which once formed ao 
separate chapter of Danish his- 
tory, only bjesk (means “bitter’’ 
in Jutland dialect) remains to- 
day. Barely o ycaor ago, o 
similar drink, popular on the 
Baltic Sea island of Bornholm, 
disappeared ofter Customs offi- 
clais prohibited sales, 


Medicines 


These’ drinks were developed 
by monks 
In the Danish monasteries in the 
Middle Ages, but remained 
popular into the present century 
as drinks, 

‘Before 1he Reformation, the 
herbs necded for bjesk grew In 
the monastery herb garden by 
right, Today, with o- tough

In practice, restaurants thus 
pay tax on the cream, lemon 
juice, or other non-alcoholic

On a gin and Mme costing six 
kroner, for example, the restau- 
ront pays tax on the all-in price. 
If the customer buys u glasy of 
straight yin and 9 glass of lime, 
and then mixes them ,himsell, 
tax is pald only on the gin, 


This, and many other com- 
‘plications, result in restaurants 
being fincd fot breaking regula- 
tions which are extremely diil- 
cult to obey to the letter. 

Bjesk, ich is made by tho 
hotel owner, has a varying 
quallty to suit local taste, and 
this adds to the diMflculty of. cal- 
' culating taxes. 

The “Vendel bo" drink is in 
' fact almost the same as the many 
‘bitters drinks produced else- 
rwhere under cence, but has the 
advantage of individuality which 
unfortunately is hard to com- 
bine with taxatlon paragraphs, 

The monks found bjesk “good 
for man and beast” and hotel 
‘owners today find that it is good 
for business, too. _Each bar pro- 
‘duces its own according to 
individual recipe. 


Wormwood 


' The base of the drink is 
Donish .“braendevin” or aqua 
'vitaé. In d bottle of thls the 
bjesk-bullder puts a large fresh 
‘sprig of wermwood which {s 
going to seed,

Expert bjesk brewers say that 

,factoryemade bitters use dried. 
{herbs Instead of fresh herbs 
‘taken straight from the plants, 
This is the first Unk fn a chuin 
of differences which makes fac- 
tory-made bitters a “horrible 
misunderstanding.” 

Juniper bjesk js made similar- 
ly, a sultable quantity of juniper 
berrics being left In braendevin 
for about two days, 

Another variety, the

Yet another varicty is 
made from the leaves and flowers 
of St John's Wort. 

Bjcsk-making 
and a pleasant occupation, ac-
